xxitn gieat fortitude The loxe he bore to ITdaxana was 
unbounded and was matched onlx bv the implicit confidence 
wiiich Ihlavana reposed in him "^hiugandharavana disguised 
himselt as a lunatic and, accomiianied b\ Rumanxan, the 
1 ommandci-in-i hiet, and Vasantaka, the jester, set toith 
to lijjum on his aiduous commission. 



SUMMARIES OF THE STORIES 


At Ujiain Yaiigandharayana made himself a familiar 
figure to all the people as a harmless mad man wandering 
through the streets. But in fact, in that guise, unsuspected 
b\ anybody, he was sowing the seeds for a future harvest. 
He and his associates met oiten inside a ruined temple in the 
suburbs of the city and discussed their plans. Vasantaka 
established communication with Udavana in iirison, taking 
advantage of the piivilege accorded to him as a Brahmin to go 
about uminestioned. Yaugandharayana, within a short time, 
succeeded in placing his own trusted men m the several 
services of importance in the enemy’s state 

Now Pradvota had a State-elephant named Nadagiii 
which was the laiest ot its kind Pradyota not only I'ni/ed 
Nadagin as the most valuable possession, but he regaided it

He paid little heed to the affairs of State and made 
indulgence in amorous di\ersions his only occupation An 
enemy of his named Arum seized this opportunity to encroach 
upon the kingdoms of Udayana bit by bit, until at last very 
little was left oier excejit Kausambi, the capital city 

Yaugandhaiae ana and Rumanvan lamented over the 
iffight and Held council together with a view to concerting 
measures tor redeeming the lost digmt> and status of the 
royal house Theie was the King of Magadha named Darsaka 
who coiffd be a valuable political ally to Udayana Hm 
alliance could best be seemed by bunging about the marriage 
ot Padmavati, sister of Darsaka, wuth Udayana Soothsayers 
had alreach piedicted that Padmavati was clestined to become 
Uda\ ana’s (jiieen , and such predictions w^ere never knowm to

In the couise of the torn Udayana was hi ought b\ his 
mini^teis to Magadha In Magadha, Uda\anawMs Damaka’s 
guest The chaiming i)eisonalit\ ot llda\ ana, his gentle and 
lovalde (qualities and his cxce]>tional cultural attainments 
^o cajitnatul Daisaka that tne lattei beloie long, olfeied 
to gi\e Padmacati m man luge to Udasana However 
fh>ta^tetnl the idea ol a second maiiiage was to UcLa, ana, 
'le Yielded to the picssing imp(>itunities ol his ministe.^ and 
agreed to the alliance

Padm”' ati wa^ iai fiom displacing Vasavadatta loin hm 
hcait, •though the latter had jias^ed iwvay ne\ei more tola seen. 
Tills declaration w is oceihcaid bv lioth Padmaxati and 
A\ antika the tormer adnnied the long all^ the more lor his 
ccin‘'tancy in Icice I he latter drevv a sigh ol riliet consuleiing 
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herself amply rewarded for all the pan^s of seixiration she liad 
\oluntaiiIy suffered for the sake ot her lord’s prospeiity 

Anothei day, Padmavati was reported to be sii fferine, I rum 
a headache and the kin^ was told that she was to i;o to bed 
for the nij^ht in a secluded summer-house He went thitlur 
after ni^ht-iall to comtort her But findim; that she h.ul not

after restorina the outstretched hands ot the kma to then 
position on the lied No sooner did the kma letl the 
evhilaiatma touch ot Vas.ivadatta’s hand on his bod> than he 
waike up with a (luickenina tiemoi ot lov and iiished out 
to hold back his beloved But in the eveitenieiit ot tlie moment 
he struck his head aaaiiist the door-post and staaaeied behind 
m misei able c onfiision Fiom that dav he could not nelicve 
that Vasaxadattt was dead, but hoped that sooner oi later 
she would repeal heiself to Inm 

When the miiiiaue festixitics w’ere over, the kine took 
Padmax iti. wnth Avaiilika in hci tiain, to Kausambi \^hth 
the militan aid ot Daisaka, Rumanvan xaiiciuished \umi

with them a poitiait (h Yasavadatta Alter delixeiim; the 
messae.es in due form, the clnimbeilain presented to the kmv 
the poi trait ot Vasavadatta sax my, “Then Royal Highnesses 
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lia\c sent this to you for your comfort in your condition of 
bereavement.” 

The kiuR received the poi trait and gazed at it with 
eagerness. Padmavati also peeped in with curiosity and on 
examining the picture closely exclaimed in wonder, “My lord, 
a lady who exactly resembles this portiait is living with me’ ” 
At that moment Yaugandhara\ ana appealed in disguise and 
demanded from Padmavati the lestoration to him of his sister.

of ('haiudatta, appealed with a lamp, end rated hiyh the 
impudeiKc ot Sakaia Sahara released Ridanika and left the 
plat e <iflci utteuny tiiyhttul threats ayainst Chaiudatta' tor 
the lattei’s detention ol Vasantasena with all her lewels 

When Chaiudatta became aware of Vasantasena’s piesence 
in In- house, the latter jiaid her lespeits to him and said,
